Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussed the pending 112 first paragraph enablement rejection 
over the malaria parasite. The examiner feels that the rejection could be withdrawn with a declaration or exemplary 
reference that would indicate that all malaria causing parasites infect by the same pathway. Further, the examiner felt 
that a 1 12 first paragraph rejection should have been made over the hydroxydiphenyl ether. A search was done on the 
hydroxydiphenyl ether, generally and got 137 hits. At least seven of the hits were drawn to anti malaria treatment, one 
dating to 1946. Examiner suggested incorporating the limitations of claim 53 into claim 52 for further search by a STIC 
librarian. Examiner Weddington further indicated that claims drawn to the agent and further comprising additional 
known antimalarial agents would not be allowed. The present Examiner is not in agreement. If claim 52 is found to be 
allowable after the incorporation of claim 53's limitations, then claims drawn to the combination would also be allowable 
if dependant upon the allowable claim. 
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
